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Explanation of Amendments in the Claims: 

1 . (currently amended) A personal all-ten-ain vehicle comprising: 

a frame supported for rolling movement along the ground on respective 

wheels: 

an engine an-anged for driving the wheels to displace the vehicle in a 
longitudinal direction of the vehicle; and 

a driver seat supported on the frame and an-anged for supporting a driver of 
the vehicle thereon; 

the driver seat being positioned at an end of the frame beyond the wheels of 
the vehicle in the longitudinal direction of the vehicle; 

wherein there is provided a track extending about respective ones of the 
wheels on each side of the frame : and 

wherein the seat Includes a deck below a seating surface of the seat and 
arranged for supporting feet of the driver thereon, the deck being positioned below a height of 
the tracks. 

2. (previously amended) The vehicle according to Claim 18 wherein there 
is provided a track extending about respective ones of the wheels on each side of the frame.

4. (previously amended) The vehicle acoonjing to Claim 1 wherein the 
seat is supported directly in behind the wheels, in alignment In the longitudinal direction with 
the wheels. 

5. (previously amended) The vehicle according to Claim 1 wherein 
orientation of the driver seat faces laterally outward, substantially perpendicularly to the 
longitudinal direction In operation. 

6. (previously amended) The vehicle according to Claim 5 wherein the 
seat is pivotal relative to the frame about a vertical axis between a first position facing laterally 
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outward in a first substantially perpendicular direction relative to the longitudinal direction and 
a second position facing laterally outward in a second substantially perpendicular direction 
relative to the longitudinal direction and opposite the first direction. 

7. (previously amended) The vehicle according to Claim 1 wherein there is 
provided a drive actuator controlling drive of the vehicle in the longitudinal direction, the drive 
actuator being positioned adjacent the drive seat for suitable actuation by a leg of the driver. 

8. (original) The vehicle according to Claim 1 wherein the engine is 
supported at an end of the frame beyond the wheels in the longitudinal direction of the vehicle 
opposite the driver seat. 

9. (original) The vehicle according to Claim 1 wherein the seat is supported 
on the frame for upwanii pivotal movement of the seat relative to the frame about a 
substantially horizontal axis. 

10. (original) The vehicle according to Claim 9 wherein there is provided a 
drive actuator for controlling drive of the vehicle in the longitudinal direction of the vehicle, the 
drive actuator being movable with the seat relative to the frame. 

11. (original) The vehicle according to Claim 1 wherein there is provided a 
hitch member supported at a rear end of the vehicle adjacent the seat.

1 7. (previously amended) A personal all-terrain vehicle comprising: 
a frame; 

wheels supporting the frame for rolling movement along the ground; 

a track extending about respective ones of the wheels on each side of the 
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frame; 

an engine arranged for driving the wheels to displace the vehicle In a 
longitudinal direction of the vehicle; 

a driver seat supported on the frame and an-anged for supporting a driver of 
the vehicle thereon; 

the driver seat being positioned at an end of the frame beyond the wheels of 
the vehicle in the longitudinal direction of the vehicle and in alignment in the longitudinal 
direction with the wheels; 

the driver seat being pivotal relative to the frame about a vertical axis between 
a first position facing laterally outward in a first direction oriented substantially perpendicular 
to the longitudinal direction and a second position facing laterally outward in a second 
direction substantially perpendicular to the longitudinal direction and opposite the first 
direction; 

the driver seat being supported on the frame for movement of the seat in an 
~ upward direction relative to the frame; 

the driver seat including a seating surface and a deck below the seating 
surface, the deck being an-anged for supporting feet of a driver in the seat thereon and being 
positioned below a height of the tracks; 

a drive actuator anranged to control drive of the vehicle by the engine in the 
longitudinal direction; 

the drive actuator being positioned adjacent the driver seat so as to be 
arranged for actuation by a leg of a driver in the driver seat; 

the drive actuator being movable with the seat relative to the frame In the 
upward direction. 

1 8. (cun-ently amended) A personal all-terrain vehicle comprising: 

a firame supported for rolling movement along the ground on respective 
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wheels; 

an engine arranged for driving the wheels to displace the vehicle in a 
longitudinal direction of the vehicle; and 

a driver seat supported on the frame and an-anged for supporting a driver of 
the vehicle thereon; 

the driver seat being positioned at an end of the frame beyond the wheels of 
the vehicle in the longitudinal direction of the vehicle; 

wherein orientation of the driver seat faces laterally outward, substantially 
perpendicularly to the longitudinal direction in operation;_and 

wherein the seat is Pivotal relative to th e frame about a vertical axis between a 
first position facing laterally outward in a firs t substantiallv oerpendicular direction relative to 
the longitudinal direction and a second position facing laterallv outward in a second 
substantially perpendicular direction relative to the longitudinal direction and opposite the first 
direction .

20. (previously submitted) The vehicle according to Claim 1 8 wherein the 
engine is supported at an end of the frame beyond the wheels in the longitudinal direction of 
the vehicle opposite the driver seat. 

21 . (currently amended) The vehicle according to Claim 18 wherein the 
seat is supported on the frame so as to be arranged for upward pivotal movement of the seat 
relative to the frame about a substantially horizontal axis. 

22. (currently amended) A personal all-ten-ain vehicle comprising: 

a frame supported for rolling movement along the ground on respective 

wheels; 

an engine arranged for driving the wheels to displace the vehicle in a 
longitudinal direction of the vehicle; and 
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a driver seat supported on the frame and arranged for supporting a driver of 
the vehicle thereon; 

the driver seat being positioned at an end of the frame beyond the wheels of 
the vehicle in the longitudinal direction of the vehicle; 

wherein the engine is supported at an end of the frame beyond the wheels in 
the longitudinal direction of the vehicle opposite the driver seatiand 

wherein the seat is supported on the f rame so as to be arranged for upward 
pivotal movement of the seat relative to the frame abo ut a substantially horizontal axis.

24. (cunrently amended) A personal all-ten-ain vehicle comprising: 

a frame supported for rolling movement along the ground on respective 

wheels; 

an engine an^nged for driving the wheels to displace the vehicle in a 
longitudinal direction of the vehicle; and 

a driver seat supported on the frame and arranged for supporting a driver of 
the vehicle thereon; 

the driver seat being positioned at an end of the frame beyond the wheels of 
the vehicle in the longitudinal direction of the vehicle; 

wherein the seat is supported on the frame sq as to be arranged for upward 
pivotal movement of the seat relative to the frame about a substantially horizontal axis. 

25. (previously submitted) The vehicle according to Claim 24 wherein there 
is provided a drive actuator for controlling drive of the vehicle in the longitudinal direction of 
the vehicle, the drive actuator being movable with the seat relative to the frame, 

26. (new) The vehicle according to Claim 17 wherein the seat includes a 
deck below a seating surface of the seat and arranged for supporting feet of the driver 
thereon, the deck being positioned below a height of the tracks. 
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27. (new) The vehicle according to Claim 18 wherein the seat includes a 
deck below a seating surface of the seat and arranged for supporting feet of the driver 
thereon, the deck being positioned below a height of the tracks. 

28. (new) The vehicle according to Claim 24 wherein the seat includes a 
deck below a seating surface of the seat and aranged for supporting feet of the driver 
thereon, the deck being positioned below a height of the tracks.
